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^ (54) Title: ELECTRONIC SAFE DEPOSIT BOX

(57) Abstract: An electronic safe deposit l>ox system (the "ESDB System") is disclosed. The ESDB System identifies each of the 
^ users and each of the electronic files representing written infcmnation, data or documents with an alphanumeric code. The ESDB 
^ System electronicaUy stores written information, data and documents sent to the ESDB System. Electronic maintained in the ESDB 
System may be accessed using an open network or group of servers such as the Internet or a closed network or group of servers sudi 
as an Intranet or LAN. Each user has a user identification, password and personal identification number CPIN**). The ESDB System 
allows the user to designate third parties to access a user-controlled electronic safe deposit box. The third party may only view or 
print specific electronic files to which the user has previously granted the third party access. In addition, the ESDB System tracks 
^ the activity of third parties within the user's electronic safe deposit box, and automatically notifies, by email, the owner of the box 
^ of such activities.

I. Field of the Invention 

The invention relates to the archival, retrieval and use of electronically-stored 
information, data, documents and other forms, and more particularly to an electronic, guided 
system and method for. (a) the archival, retrieval and use of electronicaUy-stored information, 
data and documents such as bank records, account statements, insurance pohcies, tax returns, 
legal agreements and other writings either on an open networic or groi^ of servers such as the 
Internet, a closed networic or group of serveis such as an Intranet, or a local area networic 
("LAN**); ^ 0>) recording and reporting the access to and the activities performed with such 
electronically-stored information, data and documents. 



IL Background of the Invention 

In order to share written information, data or documents among people, such infoimation, 
data or documents can be mailed, sent by overnight dehvery or other private courier/hand 
delivery service, fexed or emailed to the intended recipient All of these systems have inherent 
advantages and problems. MaiUng or sending documents by overnight delivery or other private 
courier/hand dehvery service is cosdy, labor-intensive and slow. Faxing a document is also 
labor intensive, is dependent upon open access through telephone Unes, and requires both the 
sender and the recipient to have access to fax machines. Sending a document as an attachment to

email spreads email viruses, may not be opened with certain word processing programs, requires 
the sender to know the recipient's cunent email address, requires the sender and the reorient to 
maintain an email address, may suffer from lack of security if transmitted over the hitemct, and 
may require that the recipient access the email and attachment only on the computer that 
received such email 

In a preferred embodiment, these problems are solved by an electronic safe deposit box 
system (the "ESDB Systran'*) of the present invention. The ESDB System identifies each of the 
users and each of the electronic files representing written infonnation, data or documents with an 
alphanumeric code. The ESDB System electronically stores written information, data and 
documents sent to the ESDB System: (a) by mail, or by overnight delivery or other private 
courier/hand delivery in hard copy, which hard copy is electronically scanned and converted it 
into an electronic file; or (b) by fex which is converted to an electronic file (coUectivdy, •'OflQine 
Documents"). A person of ordinary skill in the art would appreciate that mformation may also 
be transmitted to the ESDB System in oflier ways, such as via e-mail or modem. 

The ESDB System may be integrated with the Electronic Form Generator (described in 
the Provisional Application entided "Electronic Legal Form Generator," S/N 60/162,286, and 
filed by the ^plicant and inventors on October 28, 1999 with the United States Patent and 
Trademark OfBce; the foregoing patent is hereby incorporated by reference in its entirety) to 
present a ''virtual*' document to the user in which an electronic file containing certain answera to 
a specified legal template is combined with a separate electronic file containing the specified 
legal template ("Virtual Documents"). Both the Offline Documents and the Virtual Documents 
maintained in the ESDB System may be accessed using an open network or group of servers 
such as the Internet or a closed network or group of servers such as an Intranet or LAN. Each 
user has a user identification, password and personal identification number ("PlhP'). Therefore, 
if the user correctly inserts the user's identification, password and PIN, die electronic files 
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contained in the ESDB System can be accessed immediately by the user firom any computer. 
This ESDB System eliminates the inherent problems in sending written information, data or 
documents by mail, overnight dehvery or other private courier/hand delivery service, fax or 
email 

This ESDB System allows the user to designate third parties to access a user-controlled 
electronic safe deposit box. The third party may only view or print specific OfOine Documents 
or Virtual Documents to which the user has previously granted the third party access. The ESDB 
System is a significant improvement upon the Internet Hard-Drive Systems because third parties 
are unable to modify, add, delete or email the documents in the user's electronic safe deposit 
box. In addition, the ESDB System tracks die activity of third parties within die user's electronic 
safe deposit box, and automatically notifies, by email, the owner of the box: (a) when a diird 
party accesses his box; (b) when the third party is no longer accessing his box; and (c) the 
activities performed by the third party during such access to the box.

Fig. 1 is a screen shot of an exemplary sign-in HTML page; 

Fig. 2 is a screai shot of an initial dynamic HTML page after the system has authorized 
the user to enter the system and access its fimctionaUty; 

Fig. 3 is a screen view of a dynamic HTML page occurring after a user has selected the 
"StoteDocsOnUne" option fi'om the menu shown in Fig. 2; 

Fig. 4 is an exemplary screen view of a dynamic HTML page showing the folders of 
electronic files available to the user in his own electronic safe deposit box after he has 
submitted his PIN in Fig. 3 and diis PIN corresponds to the Member's Log-In and the 
Member Password; 
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Fig. 5 is an exemplary screen view of a dynamic ITTML page showmg the electiomc mes 
included in the user's healthcare document folder and is presented to the user after the user 
clicks the hypertext link healthcare document Colder, 

Figs. 6 and 7 show the document provided to the user if he clicks the Living Will 
hypertext link file, checks the 'View Document" box and presses the "Submit/Send" key; 

Fig. 8 is an exemplary screen view of a dynamic HIML page presented to someone who 
has been granted access by the user to Ws electronic safe deposit box; 

F,g. 9 is an exemplaiy screen view of a dynamic HTML page presented to a person other 
a«n the owner of the electronic safe deposit box after such person clicks the healthcare 

Lo document folder hypeitext link; 

Fig. 10 is an exemptery screen presented to the user within the user's electronic safe 
deposit box if the user clicks the "add/ddetetoodify third party access" hypertext hnk 
pursuant to the Box Management Tools shown in Fig. 4; 

Fig. 11 is an exemplary screen view of a dynamic HIML page presented to the user after 
X5 ihe user has clicked the "delete/modify third party access" hypertext link in order to modify 
the access of someone that currently has access to the user's electronic safe deposit box; and 
Fig. 12 is an exemplary screen view of a dynamic HTML page presented to the user after 

the user has clicked the "review prior box activity" hypertext link.

-fte present invention relates to a system and method for (a) the arehival, retrieval and 
use of electronically-stored information, data and documents such as bank records, account 
statements, insurance policies, tax rehims. legal agreements and other forms; and (b) recording 
and reporting the access to and the activities performed with such electronically-stored 
„ infom^on, data and documents. When a user logs on to a network or coUection of servers, sud. 
as the internet, an Intranet or a LAN, the user may access a web site containing a menu-driven 
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series of options. These options direct the user to add his or her Member Log-In (also refentd to 
as the user's identification^ Member Password and PIN. When all diese items correlate to the 
same user, that user is granted access either to his or her own electronic safe dqsosit box or to the 
electronic safe deposit box of another party. If the user feils to submit ail of this information 
prior to accessing the ESDB System, a message will prompt the user to submit this information 

before access is granted. 

The user may only access the electronic safe deposit box of another party if diat other 
party has previously granted access to the user to access the other party's electronic safe dq)0sit 
box. The other party grants the user access to the other party's electronic safe deposit box 
dirough the ESDB System by referring to the user's identification. 

Referring now to Fig. 4, when the user is granted access to his own electronic safe 
deposit box, the ESDB System greets the user and provides the user with a list of folders used to 
sort the electronic files of written information, data and documents contained in the ESDB 
System. The user is also presented with options to view document, print document, delete 
document, add document or email document If the user desires to access a particular document, 
he clicks flie hypertext link folder containing flie electronic file of the desired document, and the 
ESDB System then presents a "drill-down" menu of the electronic files contained in the 
particular folder, as shown in Fig. 5. The user can then direct the ESDB System to p^form one 
of die listed fimctions by clicking on the desired hypertext link electronic file, checking the 
q>plicable function and pressing Submit/Send key. If the user desires to email the file, he must 
also add die email address and may provide an additional text message that will be added to the 
email. After the correct steps are taken and the user presses the Submit/Send key, die ESDB 
System sends the email message widi die electronic file as an attachment 

Bodi Offline Etocuments and Virtual Documents can be added to the ESDB System. To 
add an OfiQine Document to die ESDB System, die written information, data and documents are 
sent to die ESDB System eidier (a) by mail, or by overnight dehvery or other private 
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courier/hand deliveiy in hard copy diat is scanned and converted into an electronic file; (b) by 
fax that is converted to an electronic file; or (c) by any other communication means, such as 
email or modem. The ESDB System is integrated with the Electronic Form Generator and can 
present Virtual Documents to the user by combining an electronic file containing certain answers 
to a specified legal template widi a separate electronic file containing the specified legal 
template. Virtual Documents are added to the ESDB System by a user duough a process 
described in the Electronic Form Generator. 

Each electronic file representing an Offline Document and each dectronic file of answers 
relating to a Virtual Document contains header informadon setting forth, among other things: (a) 
the assigned alphanumeric code for such file; (b> the alphanumeric code of the owner of such file 
(i.e., die user who has submitted die file into the system); (c) die date on which such electronic 
file was added into die ESDB System; (d) a alphanumeric code indicating die activity taken widi 
respect to diat document (e.g., print, view, email, etc. . and die date on which such activity was 
taken; (e) die particular pre-designated folder(s) in which die usar desires to store die electronic 
file; and (f) diird parties who have been given access by die owner to view and print such OfOine 
Document or Virtual Document 

If the user desires to delete an electronic file fit)m his electronic safe deposit box, die user 
chcks die hypertext link of die particular file, checks die "delete document box and presses die 
Submit/Send key. The ESDB System dien notifies die system administrator of die deleted file 
and electronicaUy sends a copy of die OfiOine Document or die Virtual Document to die user's 
designated email addreiss. 

The ESDB System integrates a sophisticated tracking and conununications process diat 
electronicaUy notifies die user by email diat a dtird party is accessing die usar's electronic safe 
deposit box and die identification of die tiiird party. When die diird party leaves die user's 
electronic safe deposit box, anodier email is aulomaticaUy sent to die user reporting which 
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documents the thiid party viewed and which documents the third party printed. The ESDB 
System also tracks the activity conducted with the electronic files contained in the user's box and 
the user can access a record of such activity through the Box Management Tools, as shown in 
Fig. 12. 

In order for a third party to obtain access to a user's box, the third party must first register 
with the ESDB System and obtain a unique user's identification, password and PIN. The user 
may grant a pre-registcred third party access to the user's box by designating such ttiird party by 
the third party's ESDB System identification. The user can grant access either to a particular 
electronic file(s), a particular folder(s) or all of the electronic files or folders in the user's box. 

The user has access to certain Box Management Tools which allow the user to 
add/deleteteodify a third party's access to the user's electronic safe deposit box, increase the 
size of the electionic files that may be stored in the box, renew the Ucense to the box and review 
the prior activity taken within the box. The Box Management Tools indicate tiiose flurd parties 
with designated access to the user's box, the folders or electronic files to which fhe third parties 
15 have access, the aggregate size of die electronic files stored within die user's box, the remaining 
size available for additional storage and the expiration date of the user's box. 

As shown in Fifr 8, die fimctions available to a third party accessing a user's box are 
noimally limited to printing a document or viewing a document This prevents the durd party 
fiT>m modifying or deleting die document widiout die user's audiorization. In addition, die dnrd 
20 party noimally does not have access to die Box Management Tools provided to die user. 

In a prefttred embodiment, all communications to and firom die ESDB System are 
ciypted using SSL technology. The Virtual Documents are presented to die user or fliird party 
dynamic HTML widi die answer file prepared in Java and Java Script and mserted into die 
dynamic HTML foim template. The OfOine Documents are converted fiom a word-processing 
25 format or odier language into a gif, jpeg, rtf or odier standardized file (such as diose viewable by 
Adobe's Acrobat Readeii®) and presented to die user or diird party in such file format 
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Refening now to Fig. 1, when a user accesses the Internet web site associated wiA die 
present invention, the user may enter iiq)ut infbnnation in the member log-in box 1 and the 
member password box 2, reflecting the user's login name/identification and password, 
respectively. Alternatively, this input information may not be required by the web site, 
s However, the user will have to provide this information prior to accessing the ESDB System. 

After obtaining authorization to further access the contents of the web site, the user may 
proceed to a menu of options such as that set forth in Fig. 2. Tlie menu may appear on the 
screen, such as with reject to menu listings 10, 11 and 12. 

Assuming the user chooses to access the STOREDOCSOnune area of the web site, the 
10 user wiU be presented with a dynamic HTML page as shown in Fig. 3. TTie user is requested to 
ixjdicate to the web site whether the user wants to access his own electronic safe deposit box or 
the electnmic safe deposit box of another user as indicated in options 20 and 21. If the user 
elects to access another user's electronic safe deposit box, he will have to insert the other user's 
member log-in (also referred to as other user's identification) in box 22. The user is required to 
15 insert his own PIN in box 23 and press the "Submif key shown in box 24 to proceed further in 
the ESDB System. Ibe information inserted on this page is encrypted using SSL technology 
wben it is transmitted via the Internet In addition, all subsequent communications to and fiom 
the ESDB System are encrypted using SSL technology. 

If the user's member log-in, passwoid and PIN aU coirelate to the same user, the user is 
20 presented with a dynamic HTML page conlBining the folders of electronically stored ffles 
maintained by the ESDB System for that user as shown in Fig. 4. The ESDB System is 
personalized to greet the user as indicated in box 30. The user is presented with a menu of 

Directory of Commands" set forth in menu 31. The user also has a menu of 
options under "Box Management Tools" in memi 32. If the user wants to perfonn some function 
25 with a written document stored on an electronic file contained in one of the listed folders in box 



options under " 
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33, the user would click on the hypertext link folder containing the electronic ffle of such 
document 

Fig. 5 assumes that the user has clicked the hypertext hnk "healthcare document folder'' 
40 in Fig. 4. The user is then presented with the title to the electronic files contained in that 
5 folder as shown in links 41, 42 and 43. If the user clicked the hypertext link "UvingWilTin 
hnk 43, checked the "View Documenr m box 44 and pressed the "Submit/Send" key in box 45. 
the user would be presented witfi the document shown in Figs. 6 and 7. The user could use the 
browser "Back*' function to return to the previous page shown in Fig. 5. The ESDB System will 
incorporate user navigation commands that do not currently appear at the top of the screen of the 

10 accessed document shown in Figs* 6 and 7. 

If the user elected to access the electronic safe deposit box of anotiier user, he would 
check box 21 in Fig. 3 and add the member iog-in/user identification for the owner of Ac other 
electronic safe deposit box in box 22. The user would add his own PIN in box 23 and check the 
""Submir button shown at box 24. 

The user would then be presented with a dynamic HTML page as shown in Fig. 8. On 
diis screen, the ESDB System greets the user and indicates that Ae user is accessing the 
electronic safe deposit box of someone else as shown in box 50. The user is presented with 
certain folders of electronic files as shown in box 51. The owner of die folders has previously 
granted the user access to these folders and electronic files stored in diesc foldcre. The user 
20 accesses a specific document by clicking the hypertext link folder o 

document For example, the user that clicks the hypertext link "Healthcare Document FoMeT 
52 would be presented with a dynamic HTML page shown in Fig. 9. The user can then select an 
individual document as shown in box 53 in Fig. 9 and view or print that document by checking 
the appropriate box in menu 54 in Fig. 9. If the user cUcks the hypertext link "Uving WilT in 
25 hnk 55 and checked the "View Document" in box 56, the ESDB System would present the user 
with the document shown in Figs. 6 and 7.

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When the owner is accessing his own electronic safe deposit box, he has access to certain 
''Box Management Tools" as shown in menu 32 in Fig. 4. This menu indicates those third 
parties who the user has given access to the user's box, the specific folders or files which such 
dmd parties can access, die aggregate size of user's electronic safe deposit box, die size of die 
fiiles contained in such box, die unused storage space of such box and die date die license on 
such box expires. The "Box Management Tools" also aUow die user to add/delete/modify dmd 
party access, increase die storage c^ity of die box, renew die Ucense to die box or review die 
box activity. 

If die user requested to add/delete/modify diird party access by clicking on die hypertext 
link 60 in 4, die ESDB System presents die user widi a dynamic HTML page as shown in 
Fig. 10. This page shows die diird parties who have access to certain folders or files in die user's 
electronic safe deposit box as shown in box 61. The user would cUck on to a hypertext link of a 
specific name in box 61 if he wanted to delete or modify die access of any such diird party. The 
user also has die option of granting a new party access to certain folders or electronic files in his 
box by inserting die new thiid party's member log-in/user identification in box 62. If die 
requested diird party is not a member, die user can send an automatic email to such diiid party 
requesting tiiat such party become a member of die ESDB System by inserting die email address 
of die durd party in box 63 and pressing die "Submit/Send" key in box 64. The user also has an 
option of adding an additional personatized comment to die automatic email by inserting text 
into box 65 before pressing die "Submit/Send" key shown in box 64. The user can obtain 
assistance by pressing die "Help" key in box 66 diat would tiien send die user to an electronic 
help desk widi answers to ftequentiy asked questions as weU as die abiUty to send an email 
question to die administrator of die ESDB System. 

If die user dicked "JohnEsq" shown as a hypertext Unk 67 in Fig. 10 and pressed die 
"Submit/Send" key in box 64, die ESDB System presents die user widi a dynamic HTML page 
shown in Fig. 11. This page allows die user to delete die access of "JohnEsq" to die folders and 
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electronic files to which he currently has access by using the options in menu 70. Such access is 
deleted by clicking the hypertext link folder (which would delete the access of "JohnEsq" to aU 
of the documents in that folder) as shown in hypertext link box 71 or by cUcking the specific 
hypertext link electronic file shown in links 72 and 73 and tfjen pressing the "Delete Access** key 
shown in box 74. The user can obtain assistance by pressing the "Help" key in box 75 that 
would tiien send the user to an electronic help desk with answers to firequenUy asked cpicstions as 
well as the ability to send an email question to the administrator of the ESDB Systeoa. 

The user can grant "JohnEsq" greater access to folders or specific electronic files 
contained in the user's electronic safe deposit box by selecting one of the hypertext links in box 
76 shown in Fig. 11. Box 76 displays all of die foMers and the electronic files in each folder to 
which "JohnEsq" does not currently have access. The user can grant "JohnEsq" access to all of 
die electronic files contained in a folder by clicking one or more hypertext link folders shown in 
links 77, 78, 79, 80, and 81 or access to a specific electronic file by clicking one or more of the 
hypertext link files shown in links 82, 83, 84, 85, 86. 87, 88, 89 and 90. After the user makes his 
selection, he presses the "Grant Access" key shown in box 91 which aUows the ESDB System to 
record the requested action and gi^nt "JohnEsq** access to the selected folder(s) or electronic 
file(s). The user can obtain assistance by pressing the "Help" key in box 92 that would tiicn send 
the user to an electronic help desk with answers to frequentiy asked questions as weU as die 
ability to send an email question to the administrator of die ESDB System. 

The ESDB System records the activity in a user's electronic safe deposit box and can 
display such activity by die user clicking die "CUck here to review prior box activity" hypertext 
link 100 in Hg. 4. When such link is pressed, die user is shown a dynamic HTML page similar 
to Fig. 12. The information in box 101 indicates die prior activity for die user's electronic safe 
deposit box for die last 3 mondis as referenced in item 102. The ESDB System can disphiy die 
activity in die user's box for any period of time (including periods exceeding 3 mondis) 
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depending upon the progrannnable paiameteis of the ESDB System, i ne user can letnm to me 
previous page by pressing the "Back to Prior Screen" link 103. 

While the invention has been described in the context of a preferred embodiment, it wiU 
be apparent to those skilled in the art that the present invention may be modified in numerous 
5 ways and may assume many embodiments other than that specificaUy set out and described 
above. Accordingly, it is intended by the appended claims to cover all modifications of the 
invention that fell widnn the true scope of the invention. 

Benefits, other advantages, and sohitions to problems have been described above with 
regard to specific embodiments. However, the benefits, advantages, solutions to problems, and 
10 any element(s) that may cause any benefit, advantage, or sototion to occur or become more 
pronounced are not to be constnied as a critical, required, or essential feature or element of any 
or all the claims. As used herein, the terms "comprises," "comprising," or any other variation 
U^f; are intended to cover a non-exclusive inclusion, such that a process, method, article, or 
apparatus that comprises a list of elements does not include only those elements but may inch«Je 
15 other elements not expressly Usted or inherent to such process, method, article, or apparatus. 
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1. A computerized system for managing electronic data of a user over a network of 

5 computers comprising: 

an electronic safe deposit box in electrical communication with said user, wherein 
said electronic safe deposit box stores a first user data file and a second 
user data file; 

an alphanumeric designator which designates a first alphanumeric code to said 
first data file and a second alphanumeric code to said second data fil^ and 
an access controller to manage access to said electronic safe deposit box, said 
access controller interfecing via said networic of computers with a third 
party having a unique designator. 

15 2. The computerized system for managing electronic data of claim 1 , wherein said user can 
designate a set of access privileges for said third party, said access privileges stored . 

3. The computerized system for managing electronic data of claim 2, wherem said access 
privileges comprise read privileges. 

20 

4. The computerized system for managing electronic data of claim 3, wherein said access 
privileges comprise print privileges. 

5. The computerized system for managing electronic data of claim 4, wherein said access 
25 privileges comprise modify privileges. 

6. The computerized system for managing electronic data of claim 2, wherein said access 
controller prompts said third party to enter said unique designator, and determines 
whether said thini party is authorized to access said electronic safe deposit box. 



7. The computerized system for managing electronic data of claim 6, wherein said access 
controUer prompts said third party to enter said first alpahnumeric code to access said 
first data file. 
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8. The computeiized system for managing electronic data of claim 7, wherein said access 
controller pron^ts said third party to enter said second alpahnumeric code to access said 
second data file. 

5 9. The computerized system for managing electronic data of claim 8, wherein said access 
contoUer monitors access to said electronic safe deposit box by said third party. 

10. The computerized system for managing electronic data of claim 9, wherein said access 
contoUer automaticaUy notifies said user when said third party commences access to said 
10 . electronic safe dqx)sit box. 

1 L The computerized system for managing electronic data of claim 9, wherein said access 

contoUer automaticaUy notifies said user when said third party terminates access 
to said electroiuc safe deposit box. 
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12. The compiterized system for managing electronic data of claim 9, wherein said access 

contoUer automaticaUy notifies said user of a set of activities perfonned by said 
third party in relation to said first user data file.

1. Incapacitated" means that I am physically and mentally unable to communicate a willful and 
knowing health care decision. 

2. "Terminal condition" means a condition caused by injury, disease, or illness from which there 
is no reasonable probability of recovery and which can be expected to cause death. 

3 An "end-stage condition" means a condition that is caused by injury , disease, or illness which 
has resulted in severe and permanent deterioration, indicated by incapacity and complete physical 
dependency, and for which, to a reasonable degree of medical certainty, treatment of the 
irreversible condition would be medically Ineffective. 

4. "Persistent vegetative state" means a permanent and irreversible condition of unconsciousness 
in which there is: 

(a) The absence of voluntary action or cognitive behavior of any kind; and 

(b) An inability to communicate or interact purposefully with the environment. 

5. "Attending physician" means the primary physician who has responsibility for the treatment 
and care of tfie patient. 

6. "Treating physician" means the physician who has treated or is treating the patient for any 
condition directly related to the condition resulting in the patienrs incapacity. 

7. "life-prolonging procedure" means any medical procedure, treatment or intervention which: 

(a) Utilizes mechanical or other artificial means to sustain, restore, or supplant a spontaneous 
vital function; and 

(b) When applied to a patient in a terminal condition, serves only to prolong the process of dying. 

The term "life-prolonging procedure" does not include the administration of medication or 
performance of medica procedure, when such medication or procedure is deemed necessary to 
provide comfort care or to alleviate pain. 

8 "Informed consent" means consent voluntarily given by a person after a sufficient explanation 
and disclosure of the subject matter involved to enable that person to have a general 
understanding of the treatment or procedure and the medically acceptable alternatives, mc uding 
substantial risks and hazards inherent in the proposed treatment or procedures, and to make a 
knowing health care decision without coercion or undue influence.
